Theodore FarUcr's Advice to ii 
— YouHg Man. 

The following letter wnR writlen l)y 
Theodore Parker to a young man who 
was starting out upon his fir.st sea voy- 
age. It was placed in our liands, say.s 
the Christian Kegister, a few days 
siacej and as it has never been in print 
wo have asked permission to publish it. 
It reveals one side of Theodore Park- 
er's character, wiiich is not familiar to 
■ those who think of him only as an ar- 
dent controversialist. It is a letter till- 
ed with golden advice for a young man 
entering a vocation exposed to great 
temptations. The letter had a lasting 
influence upon the life of this young 
man,'wbo rose to be a captain, and who 

• always felt greatful to Mr. Parker Ur 
the advice he had given him. Tlufro iiru 
few young men starting out in life, 
whatever their vocation, who might not 
profit by his counsel: 

Boston, July Ttb^ 1851. 

My Dear Friend: — Your mother told 
me that you are soon to leave lier and 
ail the tender ties of home and go out 
to seek your fortune in the world. "She 
wished me to tiuy a word of couiisfl to 
you at this time. I am glad to no, as I 
remeDiber well the time when I first 
left niy father's house to find a home 
elsewhere. I was younger than you are 
and went to tcaL-li a litt'e village 
school. Let me say a few words to you, 
which iny own experience .suggests. 

I suppose you wish to be rich. Most 
young men have a longing for riche^i; 
and most old men, too. I don't think 
ciobes desirable. I should be sorry to 
have inherited wealth. But a compet- 
ence is very desirable, is indispon.satjle. 
Well, the way to get it is by fore 
thought to plan, industry to execute, 
and prudence to keeji the earnings of 
.. your work. I should always wish to 
get what I earned, but never to take 
more than I had honestly, fairly, real- 
ly earned. I am sure that, with fore 
.. thought, industry and prudence, you 
cannot fail to get a coinjietence. All 
jijiat ;^ou get inpr-'! than sufficient for- 
iljue )8 gomuiQ)ily a qiisfnrlviue, t\ com- 
petenoe is not hard to get. 

But the best thing which you can 
getia life is not money nor what 
TiJOney brings along with it A great 
estate i.< not worth so nuicli as ii good 
man. yo\i are here in tliia world to be 
come a good man — a wise man, a just 

• man, an aflfeotionate man, a religious 
man. This is the one thing you will 
carry out of this world into the next. 
Money will make you acceptable to 
man; manhood — I mean wisdom, jus- 
tice, aflfectionateness, and religion — 
will make you welcome to God and 
blessed by Him forever. Your business 
is one help to obtain that manhood, but 
business alone will not give it to you. 
You must work for your manhood as 
much as for your money, and take as 
much pains to get it, and keopj it too. 
The first thing then, is to keep clear of 
ce):tniu vices. As yet, you hardly l:no\y 
^he te{)^pt£}tjo)5S v.'ljich will come upon 
you. But there are three things which 
ygu must set your face against at once 
and forever — intemperance, gambling 
and licentiousness. These three vices 
ruin thousands of young men every 
year. To some personij,'perliiips to most 
young men, the temj)tation to some of 
l)ieBo is very powerful, lie.sist these 
three, and you will do pretty well in 
this period of lifa 

;; Now, I would not recommend yo\i 

• to be gloomy, 5tnd sopr, and stiff. I 
Jippe ypu will be cheerful, lively, eyep 
gajr ftpd ppirthfulj all that belongs to. 
yopr period of life. But you can be all 

. . \\iiB without ajn; ypu need not put a 
pting in yopr heart tp torment you for- 
eyer. Trpst me, there is little real plei^- 
iptb in ftpytilijng which your oonsoienpe 



Then you want to cultivate your 
mind. This you can do in i)art by read- 
ing valuable books, as you have leisure 
and opportunity. I have always found 
ti good deal of time for it at sea. Fore- 
thought, industry and jirudence, will 
help your here us much as in getting 
money. I used to find it a jjrofitablo 
thing to keep a journal, in which I 
wrote down what I saw that was re- 
markable, what I read, what 1 thought. 
I believe you will find this pleasant 
and profitable, too. Especially if you 
visit foreign countries — where every 
thing is remarkable to a stranger — you 
will find advantage in this. In regard 
to reading, 1 would wish to be familiar 
witli the history of America, with the 
lives of its uroat men; then, with" 'the 
history of England, and the lives of its 
great men; and next, with the writings 
of the best authors in English and 
American literature. All this you can 
accom|ilish in the course of a few year.s 
— before you ai'e thirty, and not en- 
croach on your proper business or your 
proper pleasure, and not injure your 
health. 

One thing more I must saj'— I think 
there is no real and satisfactory hap[)i- 
ness in life without religion. I am net 
a sour, malignant man, wishing to 
cloud over the morning of life. J?ut I 
wish to prolong its sunshine forever. I 
am not at all superutilious. For this 
very reason I think more of the value 
of religion. It is a restraint from doing 
wrong, an oncouragenieiU- to do right, 
and a great comfort nt all times of life. 
1 do not mean by religion a certain 
form of belief, nor a certain ritual, 
joining a church or anything of that 
sort. But I do mean a respect for your 
own nature, and obedience to its laws. 
J mean a love of»trutli, a love of jus- 
tice, a love of man as yoifrself, and of 
God with all your mind and con- 
science, and heart, and soul. 

\'ou can easily cultivate your reli- 
gious nature— as easily as your mind. 
One of the best htlps that I know is 
this - to set apart a few minutes of 
every day to commune with yourself 
and with your God. Suppo.se it is at 
night before you sleep, or in the morn- 
ing before you go to %vork. Then it is 
well to review all the actions of the 
day— the deeds, tho words, even the 
thoughts and feelings, and ask if they 
are such as God can approve. If not, 
then resolve to do such things no nioic, 
and in your prayer to ask the help of 
God for tho future. Trust mo, this will 
be of great avail. -No man can faithful- 
ly pursue this course without great 
growth in manly excellence. You will 
never repent the pains you take to be 
a great, a good, and a religious man. 

The prayers of your father and 
mother will go with you in your new- 
enterprise. Absent from their sight, 
you will btill live in their heart of 
iiearts; and their highest earthly wish 
will be that you may prove yourself a 
noble man. 

With a desire for your piosperity 
and success in life, believe me truly 
your friend.

, Caron.whBO.-.they.should arrive to aulect a 
site for the barracks and military school. 
We presume that our contemporary has 
two eyes, although liis remark convoys 
the idea that he has but one; and it is not 
to be supposed that the gentlemen re- 
ferred to would bo glared into doing any- 
thing short uf their duty even if they 
were made the focus of both tbe editorial 
optics at once. The reference was not 
nice; but as our contemporary retired 
from the controversy in a generally 
dilapidated condition, his feelintis must 
not be further harrowed on tiiat sub- 
ject. The latest contretemps of the 
Oolumbian was in manifesting joy at Mr. 
Van Ilorno'a remark that a ferry from 
Coal Harbor was impracticable and in 
asserting that 7'he Viilonist accepted the 
situation. Why the Columbian, which is 
published at New Wostmiiifitor, should 
be glad to learn of even the rumor of a 
discomfiture to Victoria, or how the estab- 
lishment of tho mainland terminus at 
English Bay is likely to advantage Now 
Westminster, we aro at a loss to under- 
stand. It seems strange to find a news- 
paper published in any part of the prov- 
ince rejoicing at what ii is pleased to lerni 

" "Victoria's downfall" and "Viotoria's 
decay." Because the Canadian Pacific 
railway company are about to extend 
their line to English Hay the fact is seized 
upon as evidence that tho centre of trade 
is about to be disturbed; and beoausu 7Vi(i 
Colonist, incident to the opening of 
through railway tratho, published an arti- 
cle, addressed to Victoria business men 
with the heading "Up and Doing," 
the article is paraded as evidence 
that wo urged nierchantfi to bt^stir theui- 
aelves lest Victoria should lose its tnulo in 
consequence of tho railway extension to 
English Bay. Such a fear was furthest 
from our thoughts. That there will be a 
change in the character of tho business 
traus/mtcd in the province is patent to 
everyone; hut that wo believer' "> ■' tho 
"downfall" aud "decay" of this fairolty.iro 
approaching is an absurdity so jjaicu,. ou 
its face that one is surprised that even so 
gaagrened m authority m the CoU 
umbiau should give it credence. With 
the fate of Tucoma before us how could 
we be so silly i Tacoma ia a city that has 
been pampered, petted, fed and built up 
by tho Northern Pacific railway company . 
Eastern capital has been brought in, water- 
works and gas-works built, railroads, 
. streets, wharves and|brtdge8 made, a me- 
morial church, a grand hotel and a semii - 
ary erected, a line of sailing ships to Japan 
established, and everything that a great 
corporation backed by unlimited capital 
could do has been done to sustain that 
favored town. Trains from the east 
arrive daily, bringing freight and passen- 
gers, and yet the town has declint-d and 
real estate is unsaleable. Latterly the 
"terminus" has been carried forty uiilea 
further down the sound to Seattle. "It is 
hard to kick against the pricks," but 
when the "pricks" are represented by 
820,000,000 and 12,000 enturprising and 
aggressive people in the city of Victoria, 
it will bo found not only "hard," but im- 
possible, to kick against them. 

THE OliEGON SENATOli. 

Mr. J. H. Mitchell was elected U. S. 
senator for Oregon on the third ballot. 
The opposition thia gentleman encoun- 
tered was the most bitter ever waged. 
He was held up by tho Uregonian — the 
■ leading newspape* of Portland — as a man 
of most vicious and immoral tendencies, 
with a record of infamy that would have 
■hocked a Caligula. Tho Oregonian 
reeked with these char^jea, and each day 
there was a "trumpet call to Mitchell" to 
■ arrest the editors and propriotors and 
place them in tho dock for libel if he 
dared. A synopsis of the charges was 
published in The Colonist of Wednesday; 
and tho opitiion was then expressed that 
Mitchell was entitled to a hearing beiore 
condemnation. The assailed person con- 
tented himself with the publicatidii of a 
card in defense of hia clinracter; but it 
was felt by many that it did not disposa 
of all the charges. The Oregonian was 
especially vigorous in its reply. "Liar," 
"perjurer," "thief," "scoundrel," "se- 
ducer," "villain," wore ainonjj the fee- 
blest epithets it hurled at Mitchell. If 
strong writing would crush a man 
tho aspiring object of tho Oregonian's 
hatred would have been forever dtistrnyed 
in popular estimation. But the renl re- 
sult has upset the Oregcmian's calcula- 
tions. The hard things it has said of its 
adversary have failed in their object. 
Tho legislature has accepted Mitchell with 
"all his imperfeotiona on hia head," and 
he goes back to Washington a victor and, 
in the estimation of his friends, a hero. 
Tho leaaon that thia eluclion conveys 
should not be lost on tho press of this 
province. Slander and vilification, even 
if, to a certain extent, supported by docu- 
mentary evidence, invari.ibly create a;i 
effect in the public mind opposite to that 
intended by their authors. We do not 
insinuate that the Oregonian spoke with- 
out authority; nor ia there tho slii^hteiU 
suspicion that ita editor forged th:i letters 
he published. But he was guilty of a 
grave indiscretion. He handled the case 
with so much violence that he made a 
martyr of the man, created a feohng of 
sympathy and indignation in the minds of 
men who were previously indill'erent and 
secured hia election. Abraham Lincoln 
was once asked by a young politician what 
course he would advise him to pursue to 
become popular. "Hire a newspaper to 
abuse you," quoth Old Aha. 



THE McNAMEE-MlTOllELL SUIT. 

In the sworn evidence of Mr. Mo- 
Kamee, defendant in the suit of Mc- 
Kenna vs. McNamee, lately tried at Ot- 
tawa, the following passage occurs: 

"Sis of them were in partnership (in 
the» drydook 'contract) out in British 
Oolumbia, one of whom was the premier 
of the;province,."' , - ■ 

The., premier of the province at the 
time referred to was Hon. Mr. Walkom, 
now a judge of tho supreme court. Mr. 
WalI^em's career on tho bench has been 
above reprsach. His course lias been 
•lioh'a's to win for him the admiration of 
many of his old political enemies. But 
he owes it to himself to refute thia 
charge. We fuel sure that Mr. McNamee 



must be laboring under a mistake. Had 
the statement been mads oS the stand it 
would have boon scouted as untrue; but 
having been made under the sunotity of 
an oath it cannot be treated lightly nor 
allowed to pass unheeded.

To THE Editor: — There is certainly not 
much use in continuing a controversy 
with ao dkingenuoua and slippery a cus- 
tomer as "Another W," 'When, in yes- 
terday's letter, he asserts, "But the 
odium rests with tho present government 
forencouragingChinese laborers by paying 
money direct to them for laboring work," 
he simply attempts to mislead the public. 
True, be succeeded in finding an item of 
three dollars, paid. last year by a consta- 
ble to aOhintiman for doing a piece of dirty 
work that neither white nor Indian could 
bo hired to do; but surely "W.'s" cause 
nmst indeed bo weak when that iij tho 
only peg he has found to hang it on, 

".Another W." challenges me to cite 
page and year where tho former govern- 
ment paid money to a Chinaman for such 
work as cleaning or carrying messages. 
Well, 1 will even accommodate him. On 
page 190, public accounts for 1881, ho 
will find tho following item; '"Chinaman 
Ah Sing, from Iluck Creek to Oaoyooa to 
inform Mr. Uaynos of Buckley's escape, 
§5." Now, I think moat workingmen will 
be prepared to admit that the work of 
carrying the message above referred to 
was ono which might well have been on- 
trusted to a white man or an Indian, hun- 
dreds of whom were to bo readily met 
with in that part of tho province. Cer- 
tainly it could not bo said to have been a 
dirty job (like tire Port Moody one), 
which a white or red man would have re- 
fused to undertake. 

"iVnother W." claims that the provin- 
cial government deserve no credit for ex- 
cluding Chinese labor from extension and 
branch railway work on the mainland, as 
that arrangement was forced upon thorn 
by the Knights of Libor, a claim which 
I am certain few members of that body 
vrould be willing to make, as it ia abso- 
lutely and utterly untrue. 

But tho crowning evidence against the 
present government is to bo found in tho 
fact that they did not exclude Chinese la- 
bor from the graving dock and the Island 
railway. Of course "two blacks don't 
make a white," but I would remind "W." 
that his own party, the Walkem-Beaven 
administration, were guilty of the same 
neglect in respect of those very works. 
When giving the dock contract to McNamee 
& Oo. they did not stipulate for the exclu- 
sion of Chinese labor; no more did they 
do ao when awarding tho laland railway 
to i\ bogus California company. 

]5ut it would be easy to show that tho 
present govornmont did not lack the will, 
but the power, to impoae the desirable 
restriction in respect of the dock and 
island railway. They did urge the point 
when arr^mging with the Dominion gov- 
ernmontto undertake tho dock, but were 
mat with a firm refusal. The likewise 
made every cfTort to induce tho island 
railway syndicate to consent to have tho 
prohibition of Chinese labor male 
a condition, but without success. 
These capitalists positively re- 
fused to undertake tho work unless left 
free to employ whatever labor they 
thought best. 

Tu"; although it were easy to prove that 
the present government have given more 
tangible evidence of earnestneaa and sin- 
cerity than any previous oneiu seeking to 
rid the province ot tho Asial«ic curse, I 
distinctly disclaim any desire to impugn 
the sincerity of piovioua adiui.iistra i na. 
My object ia rather to point out the con- 
temptible, unpatriotic and suicidal lactica 
now being adopted by a political clique, 
who apparently care not a fig how much 
they injure the cause ao long as they can 
create prejudice in the public mind against 
the party now in power. For my own 
part I believe the late government were 
sincere «nuuyh; but they wore not very 
fortunate in placing on record substantial 
evidence of it. That the present govern- 
ment are thoroughly in earnest, and have 
done much towards compelling attention 
and action at Ottawa every candid, well- 
informed person will readily admit. That 
the course pursued by a certain cliipio of 
wliafi must be excused for designating 
"gutterpoliticianB,"ii) misrepresenting tho 
actions and inotiv^a of the government in 
their efforts to abate this evil is calculated 
to leaaen the chancos of succes.9 is eiiually 
undeniable. I submit, therefore, that 
thoao "gutter politicians" who, like "An- 
other W.," for instance, skulk under tho 
the guise of workingmen, and persist- 
ently slander and misrepreaont tho beat 
acts of those who aro honestly endeavor- 
ing to rid their country of the yellow evil, 
are really the worst enemies of wurking- 
men and of their country. If over thia 
evil is to bo successfully grappled with, it 
will bo by merging political and other dif- 
ferences and standing shoulder to shoulder 
in a common and supreme efi'ort.

"A Victorian's" I.ettcr. 

To TU1-: Eunou: — In looking oyer the 
Times yesterday Tcame across a letter sign- 
ed "A Victorian," which consisted of a fero- 
cious attack on you in language ao ex- 
tremely rambling aud incoherent that it 
seems as if your contemporary supple- 
inonted its editorials with correspondence 
from some vulgar old drab in the lunatic 
asylum. Tho charitable aupposition is 
that the letter I refer to crept into the 
Times' columns inadvertently. Certainly 
an apology is due its re.>dara for publish- 
ing it. I am pleased to see that you have 
taken tho dignified course of not noticing 
it, for to expostulate or to attempt to rea- 
son with an infuriated maniac, who raves 
and foama at the mouth with such stuff as 
"Oh! Davo, where is thy ating( Let 
forth thy acorpion tongue with venomod 
sploon," etc., etc., would bo as indiscreet 
as "to quarrel with a sweep for the wall." 

So far as can bo made out from "A A''ic- 
torian's" ravings he is one of a number of 
imprudent apuculatora in forest lands at 
Burrard inlet (bought mostly on credit), 
for tho purpose of laying out in town lots 
and saddling them at fancy pricea on the 
investing public. The scheme having 
failed "A Victorian" has gone crazy and 
writes as if he'would like to cut your throat 
as readily as he would "stick a pig," bo- 
cause you have given timely caution 
against recklo.-s inveatments in a place 
which, if it ever amounts to anything, will 
take several generations and large outlay 
of money to transmogrify into anything 
having the semblance of a city. 

The DailyTitnes, in an editorial, ulaims 
that it ia unfair to try and injure a few men 
who have plunged over their heads, so to 
speak, into thia Coal Harbor aifair. I 
admit that for anybody to try and in- 
jure another is wrong, and of 
course if that correctly describes 
ynur conduct you are censurable. 
But that is far fioni the liituatiou as I un- 
derstand aud observe it. The real truth is 
that Ihn Daily Times is voaponsibln for 
much of tho exposure eouneoted with the 
attempt to boom Ooal Harbor. It has been 
the organ of a ring interested in doing so, 
and is constantly decrying Victoria by 
"damning it with faint praise" whilst it is 
pulling the great city of Vancouver, the 
wonderful chances for Kpeculation there 
and, nlthough it has no present existence, 
its superior commercial importance to es- 
tablished places iu this province. As evi- 
dence of this I refer to an article a few 
evenings ago on Victoria's detractors, in 
whioh, whilst professedly advocating this 
city it artfully brings in Vancover city 
(after mentioning Now Westmiustor, Nanai« 
mo and Victoria) "as second to none." 
What is tho fact V It is that it cannot ns 
yet at any rate be justly named in tho same 
breath, and any comparison as things staud 
is rank impudence. 

Take the editorial in Tuesday's issue of 
the Times as another example iiud road iiiis 
extract: "Now, whether or not tho city of 
Victoria will reniain the conimereial n;o- 
tropolis, tho city of Vancover will certainly 
become an important place." Here you 
see tho Times cunningly attempting to 
boom Coal Harbor at the expense of this 
city by endeavoring to create doubts and 
misgivings as to its future whilst express- 
ing certainty as to Vancouver city which is 
not yet built. Tho object of this is api)ar- 
ent. It is to entice unsnspecting and in- 
nocent people to buy lots at Vancouver and 
transfer their interests from Victoria to 
Coal Harbor so that these speculators can 
make money. In opposing sncU rascality 
you do well, and you deserve and will ob- 
tain the support of the majority of our citi- 
zens for so doing. You do well to warn 
the unthinking among ns and to protect 
them from the snares of designing men. 
There Is the highest authority for your ac- 
tion in tho commendation which was ac- 
corded the man who jnilled an ass out of a 
pit, for you are doing better; you are pri- 
ventiug many a speculative ass from falling 
into a pit, and that pit is Coal Harbor.

Find in Valparaiso. 

In Chili young women figure as oar 

conductors, Tho experiment waa first 
tried during tho recent war with Peru, 
when all the able bodied men were sent 
to the army, and proved so successful 
that tho practice|of their employment 
has become permanent, to the advan- 
tage, it is said, of the companies, the 
women and the public. It is very odd 
to see a woiuan with a bell punch tak- 
ing up fares, and the first impreasion is 
not favoraljie; but a stranger becomes 
accustomed to this, as to all other 
novelties, and concludes thit it is not 
such a bad idea after all. The. conduc- 
tors or conductresses, aro usually 
young and sometimes very pretty, be- 
ing commonly of the mixed race— of 
Indian and Spanish blood. They wear 
a neat uniform of blue flannel, with a 
jaunty Panama hat, and a ina;ny pock- 
eted white pinafore reaching from the 
breast to tho ankles, and trimmed with 
dainty frills. In these pockets they car- 
ry small chango and tickets, while 
hanging to a strap over their shoulders 
is a littlo portmanteau or shopping bag 
in which is a lunch, a pocket handker- 
chief and surplus money and tickets. 
On paying his fare each passenger re- 
ceives a yellow paper ticket, number- 
ed, which he is expected to destroy. 
The girls aro charged with so many 
tickets, aud when they return to head- 
quarters are e.xpected to return money 
for all that, are missing, any deficit be- 
ing deducted from their wages, which 
are $25 a month. As an additional 
check upon dishonesty, spotters are 
stalionod along tbe line, who liop on 
the oar as it passes, count the passen- 
gers, write down the number in a 
memorandum book and jump ofl'. A 
few blocks- further on another spotter 
repeats, the job, and these books are 
compared by the chief inSpectOrB to see 
that the returns of the conductress 
correspond. The greatest annoyance to 
the girls is from the \oung mon, who 
follow the cars carrying the pretty 
ones and ehat with them oa tbe plat* 
form. The fellows are called mosquitoes 
here, because they buzz and hop and 
pester people so. Not long ago a com- 
ic paper in Valjiariso published a car- 
toon .showing a street car surrounded 
'uy insects, which boro the faces of 
young men aliout town. Some of the 
fashionable dudes who obtained this 
notoritety were so chaffed at the clubs 
•and by their companions that they re- 
tired into seclusion for a time until 
their jiiortiUcation subsided.— Ohilian

THE INDIAN KESEKVE CASE. 

Caskanc and Others vs.rindlny 
& niGLellan. 

In this case Mr. 'Mills some time ago, 
for the Indians, obtained from the chief 
justice an interim injunction restraining 
the defendants, a (inn of contractors, from 
erecting an immigrant home on the Song- 
iah reserve. 

The plaintiffs moved on Tuesday, 17th 
in«t., that the injunction be continued 
until the hearing. Mr. Fell appeared for 
defendants. 

The chief justice, in granting the order, 
made tlie following remarks: 

Behind the actual i)artieB to this action 
it is oaay to perceive two much more im- 
portant antagonists — the Dominion as the 
employer of the defendants, and the prov- 
ince, claiming the reversion of all Indian 
lands so soon as they coase to bo dedicated 
to Indian use. 

1 have groat doubts as to tho fr.imo of 
an action for an injunction whore tho 
agents only, and servants of tho alleged 
wrong' doer, are made parties and the 
chief motor not a party. ,Now, hero it ia 
suggested that these defendants are mere- 
ly acting under tho directions of the im- 
migration agent here, who, in hia turn, ia 
carrying out the instructions of a minister 
of tho crown, viz. , the high ofiicer intrust- 
ed, by tho act of JSS.T, c. ti, with the man- 
agement and control of Indian lands and 
property. I do not remember a case 
where agents only are sought to be re- 
strained, their principal not being a party 
to the action; and I do noC clearly see how 
an agent can bo restrained if no injunc- 
tion would lie against tho principal. 
Then, further, if the Dominion minister 
wore made a party defendant (as he might 
be, it is suggested, in a doublo sense, both 
as the instigator of this alleged wrong and 
as the statutory trualoo and oflicial guar- 
dian of all Indians and their landa, includ- 
ing theee Indiana and thoso lands, which 
it is alleged are being diverted from their 
true purposes) I should have very groat 
hesitation in assuming jurisdiction to 
restrain a minister of the crown from per- 
forming a ministerial act in his ofHcial 
capacity. Not on the ground that he haa 
complete and supreme control; I appre- 
hend the words of the atat. Can. 1883, c. 
G, are not intoiidod to confer on hiin an 
arbitrary discretion or to emancipate him 
from the regulations of statutes or the 
doctrines of equity which govern the rela- 
tion of trustee and cestui que trust; but 
on the principles enunciated by tho judges 
of the Q. B. in Regina vs. Lords of the 
Treasury (7 Q B. Can 394 and 398). The 
act of the minister is m truth the act of 
the crown on the advice of the minister. 
"This court cunnot-olaim, even in appear- 
ance, the right to command the crown; 
tho thing ii out of the question. Over the 
aovereign we can have no power. 
Whoro the parties are aoting as 
servants of tho crown, and are amenable 
to the crown, they are not amoiiable to 
tis;" p. Ii94. "Where tho obligation, so 
to speak, ia cast upon the servants of Her 
Majeaty to advise, ws cannot enforce that 
obligation;" p. 398. That caao was on an 
application fur a mandamus; but I appre- 
hend the views of the court exactly apply 
to an injunction. 

But I suspect there will arie-s a still 
more aerioua objection to my jurisdiction ; 
tho claims of tho province, not as yet 
formuKted, but both the premier and the 
attorney-general appeared before me, 
watching this case, and verbally and inci- 
dentally drew my ottention to their case, 
which may bo stated thus, viz: No por- 
tion of an Indian reserve can bo perma- 
nently alienated except in one of two 
ways; lat ; it may bo sold under Can. Stat. . 
1880, SB. 30, 37j but to thia the previous 
consent of the tribe, as mentioned in 
those sections, is an essential preliminary; 
and they vehemently oppose. Or 2d| if 
such reserve become evidently excessive 
in extent, the surplus may be abandoned 
by the Dominion, as trustee for all In- 
dians. But in Buch onso tho abandoned 
surplus must revert to its orignial pro- 
prietor; i. 0., to the province; otherwise 
the Dominion might cheaply acquire tho 
mass of the public landa in every prov- 
ince, by declaring large reserves in one 
year, and abandoning the greater part in 
the next year; or, at least, might acquire 
gratis all the valuable parts of every ex- 
isting Indian rcuoiva. 

I rather understood that, sale or no 
sale, the province intended that if land 
wero taken from tho Indians to claim 
either tho land in specie or tho price. The 
precise olaioi is iiurnaterial; it was clear 
that a claini in intended, and thia action 
can hardly be brought to a satisfactory 
conclusion without deciding on that claim. 
There is, therefore, a controversy between 
the province and the Duiiiiuiou in imme- 
diate prospect, and the local legislaturo 
have in two aucceasive years emphatically 
demanded that in such a controversy this 
court ahull have no voice, but the claim 
of the province is only to bo decided on 
by tho exchequer court at Ottawa. They 
have twice invoked the application of tho 
Dominion statute, 1875, c. 11, a. 04, 
which has enacted that on such applica- 
tion the jurisdiction of this court sliall be 
abrogated. That waa perfectly within the 
constitutional compotoooy of the Domin- 
ion parliament under the B. N. A. Act, 
1807, 8. 129, and ia true conditional legis- 
lation within R. vs. Burch (P. C. 1878, 3 
app. Ca. 905, 900). So soon as such a 
controversy ia formulated, therefore, the 
court of oxchequor alone will have seiaiii 
over tho whcdo caae; and there will oaaily 
be found some method by which all the 
procewdinga before mo can bo vacated, 
either by myself or hy a higher court. 

In the meantime, however, the only par- 
ties before me are the Indians, the benetic- 
iary occupiers of the land, and the contrac- 
tors, intruding on thoir occupation. And 
tho question is, what in the more prudent 
oourso to pursui: V It is hard to hoo what 
end the Dominion authorities propose to 
themselves. It cannot be ceouoniy; no 
trustee would propose to take the land of 
his benetioiaries tjrntis, and appropriate it 
to his own purposes. He would at least 
make tho fullest compensation. And tho 
lowest comijensatiou would bo the full price 
of what it would coal the trustee to get sim- 
ilar .accommodation elsewhere; to which 
would have to be added the jiretium affec- 
tlonii, the consideration sufHciont to over- 
come the reluctance of the Indians to 
abandon their old, hereditary, guaranteed 
habitations, and remove to some other seat 
which would have to bo provided for them; 
thoy being as improper ueighbor.s 
for the immigrants as the imnii- 
grauts are for them. It cannot be tho 
peculiar conveuieuce of the locality. All 
parties, whether interested for the Indians, 
the province, or the Dominion, have ad- 
mitted before mo the singular infelicity of 
the Bdloction, 

On the whole,bowever,conoeiving as I do 
that a great inoonveuienoe is threatened, I 
think it expedient to continue tho injunc- 
tion until tho hearing on further order. 
And if a suit be instituted in the "lohecquer 
court, I think, ob at present advised, that I 
should be disposed to listen favorably to 
any application ou tho part of the defend- 
ants, even if it wont to tho entire dia- 
missal of this point out ot this court. Ou 
the other hand, if the proposed works be, 
on reflection and further information, 



abandoned by the department now directing 
them, and erected elsewhere, the injunction 
will save much trouble and expense.

In conversation with a gentleman who 
arrived from Portland yesterday, he in- 
formed us that the feeling in that city was 
one of sympathy for J. H. Mitchell, in 
consequence of the attack made upon him 
by the Oregonian. Also, tliat since the 
publication of the articles Mitchell haa 
never appeared on the .street but he was 
siirroiMided by friends anxious to convoy 
to him that the exposures of Harvey 
Scott, the editor, had made no impression 
upon them, ubt being for a moment be- 
lieved. On the other hand, that the 
nature of tho accusations made by Scott 
and their lack of foundation had rendered 
him the object of general reprobation, 
while at Salem it was proposed, just be- 
fore the election, to burn him in efligy. 
The whole scandal, our informant states, 
is tho outcome of tho private malice of 
Scott, who has never forgiven Mitchell 
for causing his removal as collector 
for the. port of Portland. That 
the plan of the so-called exposure had 
been long and deeply laid, and was 
put into operation just previous to the 
election so that Mitchell wou'd arrest 
Scott for criminal libel; where- 
upon Scott's counsel would ask 
Mitchell if he admitted the authorship of 
the letters, and upon his doing ao, cause 
his arrest, on a charge of perjury, and|hia 
probable detention during the election. 
That tho Oregonian should have tho hardi- 
hood to make an.attack of thia kind utter- 
ly without grounds simply to secure a 
political result saomii remarkable, but 
those who profess to know, aaj' such is the 
case, and that "Carrie," iViitcheU's sister- 
in-law, waa only about six years old when 
the letters were purported to have' been 

written. Upon asking Mr. what 

eO'ect public feeling in regard to the Ore- 
goniau'a action Would have upon its sale, 
he replied: "It will not lose in regard to 
its circulation, aimply because it always 
furnishes the latest news both telegraphic 
and local; and as for the lessening of its 
moral influence, the fact of Mitchell's re- 
turn to the sonate during that paper's 
bitter personal attack and 'exposure' will 
show what weight it has with tho public. 
It is not thought that Mitchell will take 
and action against it, because what 
with delay and heavy expenses of an action 
Iw would not be able to got anything. 
Mitchell has been heard to say of Scott: 
'Give him time and he will break his own 
back,"

Tho Grami Jury's Prcsoutuicni. 

The''grttna- jury of New Westminster made 
a-vigorous and valuable presentment at tho 
recent assizes. Among other thint^s they 
represented that Ihi- oourtrOoin is al- 
together too sni:;ll, that it is ill vcnldiitfd, 
that the judge has to push way throuyh a 
niulloy crowil of Indians and ChinaiU'-n to 
reach Ihu bench. They rccouuui ud that 
tho .site of the |irtis(^nt gaol lie deviitcii to 
tho i)urpo.scs of a new cotirthouse. Tho 
condition of the prisoners and prison is 
stated to be most creditable. The lioyal 
(.'ohimbiau Hosiiilal is said to be nnttl for 
the purposes of u hosi)ilal and its surround- 
ings arc a [uiblic uuisauce. The grand 
jury continues: 

It is with iilcasure that wo turn from Ihohos- 
l>ital to tlu- lunatic asylum, whi<-h has also 
received a close insiuctioii. It rellects tho 
greatest credit on Dr. Heiitley, Mr. Phillips, 
and all ilie olliers associated with thcui in 
tho inaiiii^enit lit . It is an honor to the 
province, and luu-.! bi' a souri-e ol«conifort 
to the fricids of the insane. 

"It appears from the evideiic(^ advanced at 
the trial of the couvii't O'Connor, that tho 
penitentiary has lieeii visited but once in 
seven years by the inspector of prisous,aud 
that but one day was devoted to its inspec- 
tion. This serious neglect, is entirely in- 
consistent with good government, and ex- 
ceedingly unfair toihe inhabitants of thin 
province, who art^- more immediately oou- 
jcerned. Situated as wo are, aomo thou- 
sands of miles from the seat of government 
itisiilniost impossible to carry out the 
spirit and letter of the law govoiniug peni- 
tcutiaiii'S, and we therefon^ rccoiunieud 
that the laws be auieiuled as follows: 

"That the penitentiary in; submitted to 
periodical inspection by the ei-aiul jury of 
this city. 

"That aproviuclal inspector bo appointed 
who shall inspect tho pouiteutiary once in 
six mouths, or ofteuer if necessary, and 
make voritied reports to Ihu minister of 
justico, nud to the liout. -governor of the 
province. 

"That uu immediate investigation be in- 
stituted for the purpose of ascertaining the 
truth or falsi'hood of O'Connor's accusa- 
tions, and if tonml to be true, to upi)ly the 
needed i cine.ly; if f:dse to clear the otliuials 
of all Illume. -Anil that piisouers bi' pro- 
vided with counsel and that witnesses he 
examined on oath. " 

His Lui'dshi[) -Gentlemen of the gland 
jury: Tho rucomwoudulton youuiuke with 
referouoe to tho iusuffloieut nccommodatiou 
in the court house is very proper indeed. 1 
am well plettsod that you consider the in- 
sane asylum in a satisfnetoi'y condition. 
Tho HUijgestion you make with reference to 
the hosjutal may cause the loi'al govern- 
ment to make the lu'cessary improvenieiits. 
Your remarks with referciiice to ihciicuiten- 
tirry ar^ ot course intended for the Domin- 
ion government. As far as I could see 
from the evidence in the I'ase of O'Connor, 
I must say there was nothing in the ovi- 
deuco to show that the jjrisoi. ofliecrs had 
neglected or failed in any manner to dis- 
charge their doty ; or that there is any cause 
of complaint against them. However, I 
shall-cousider your suggestion with refer- 
ence to trausinitting a copy of your pre- 
sontmont to tint Douunion government.

fNew York Letter.] 

Castle Garden is ono of those natural 
theatres which almost always have some 
new drama upon the stage. Visit it at al- 
most any lime and you will tind some 
unique picture or novel situation in the 
tangled skin of human life. The bulk of 
the incoming tide of travel is, of course, 
commonplace and uninteresting as life in 
the lower strata of society is very apt to 
La A ship load of immigrants pours into 
the gatowjiy. bringius the Ihivor uf some 
particular nation with it, and then pours 
out again, anl goes westward, and in the 
lOO.OuO people there may not be a do/.ou 
who excite a ripple of Interest iu the ob 
eerver; but every once in u while there 
comes a comet, or a planet, an eccentric 
star or a brilliant one, and the attention is 
Used. Dig down a llttlo and vou ilud, 
not dirt, not chaff, but the golden sand 
'W^hlch makes life something more than a 
inere animal existence— the " material " of 
the poet, the dramatist and the romancer. 

Look at that pretty girl with wooden 
elioon and •■•Iden band about her hair, 
■ittine apart from the rest, with a far- 

■" away look in her eyes and a faint smile 
on her lips as she tucks a rude letter away 
against the white bosom behind her quaint 
bodic& Can you not see the love story 

. thiaro, the tearful separation years ago, the 
struggling larmer in the west, the waiting 
maiden in the east, the summons to come 
and the happy reuniting not far off now? 
Why, it is as plain as print to an old 
Castle Gardener. Evei:y steamer brings a 
Bcore of lovers on their way to union and 
reunion. These old-country lovers are 
Dioro faithful than those of Young 
America. 

Yonder is a Swedish lass who fairly 
makes the Y'ankce tougue itch to bo able 
to talk her language, ller gay skirt comes 
down to the kiieea Below it are top 
boots. Above it a snow-white waisL 
Above that— ahl such a Nilsson suiilol 
"What is the romance hero? 151esa vour 
heart, young man, isn't that arch little 
creature a roniauce in herself? Where 
are your nerves? 

It is a noticeable peculiarity of tho 
north country people (for Castle Garden) 
that they are strikingly clean and neat iu 
person, intelligent in manners, and they 
mako them?elve3 quickly at home in a 
Btrango place. A Swedish girl will flirt 
w.'th a good-looking American young 
man as freely and naturally as a watering- 
place belle, whereas the represeutative of 
more soutl'^rn nations (and apparently 
more dirty ones) act more like frightened 
animals than intelligent human beings 
from the time they leave the ship until 
they are domiciled beyond the public eye. 

The one predominating topio of interest 
in the immigrant mind is moncj' — how to 
make it and how to save it. Suspicious 
of everyone who can not talk their partic- 
ular language, though easily bamboozled 
by those who do, they come into tho 
Garden booking upon o<ery stranger as a 
rohber and an enemy. Their money, 
which may be4i greater sum and may bo 
a less, is sewed away in the lining of their 
clothes, or fastened in their coats, or se- 
creted in their stockings, or chained to 
their waists by brazen money belts, and 
various other apparatus of torture, and to 
get it out is much worse than pulling 
teeth or coaxing pigs to market. Only a 
few davB ago an old Swede brought 
Ilia wife and .'j;l,400 in money 
over with him, and it was an 
hour before he could be persuaded to 
get it changed into American money, and 
then not until he had been taken inside of 
the exchange bureau and the whole thirig 
explained to him about nine separate 
times. Put the same suspicious man in 
the hand^ of a shrewd rascal outside con- 
versant with Swedish and that money 
would chanr-o ownership in very short 
order. It is a common saying at the Gar- 
den that an immigrant knows more when 
he arrives there than he ever does after- 
ward. You can not teach him anything. 
If he is in tho toils of a swindler, and you 
try to warn him iu time to save himself, 
he will refuse to believe you. The most 
Btic; essful swindlers who operate among 
the immigrants lay the foundation for 
their worK with letters and circulars sent 
across the ocean. 

What are the immigrant's first impres- 
sions of this country? Jlost of them are 
very matter of facL The pleasing liction 
that they come here expecting to pick up 
money in the streets is a wild romance. 
They do expect to maka money, and they 
have a lingering hope that it will come 
without much work. . They walk out and 
\yiew the butt end of the city and go back 
■much disappointed. It isn't half so fine 
as they thought it would be, they say, 
and they compare It unfavorably with 
-L'ondon or ' Paris or Berliner whatever 
city they are familiar with. Those who 
stay at the Garden long enough to get 
acquainted with the sharpers who are 
constantly on the watch there or therea- 
bouts for victims come to believe that 
New York is quite a lively town after all. 
The "Labor Bureau bum" is a well-known 
character. A ticket from the Labor 
bureau gives him entry there every night, 
and he houses himself there as long as he 
can scrape up money to buy food. Then 
be wants to be sent back to Europe. He 
is a sort of local tramp, with the tramp's 
aversion to real work. 

Castle Garden is supposed to protect 
immigrants from sliarpers and from tho 
impositions of boarding house keepers 
and railroad runners "and sicli. " It does 
it, more or less. It can never do it 
thoroughly so lonj; as it permits a liorde 
of runners to cnme in and grab immi- 
grants landing too late to. take the even- 
ing trains. If CasUe Garden were situ- 
ated on an island in the harbor, and im 
migrants having no busine.ssin New York 
were rostroined from coming here, it 
would be a much more cllicient restraint 
than it is at present 

There are some rare old characters 
among the stall' of employes in Castle 
Garden. Policeman George Miller, who 
weeps to think he is going on the retired 
list after twenty- two years of work in the 
ImreaUi is a racy old' soul, full of grutf- 
libss -and : good humor. He can swear 
^tferdely in jiinetcen different languages, 
'find hdt a'cliiild'^will trenible in his pres- 
ence,^ though his voice is as grull as a 
polar' bear's. The veteran ticket-taker 
with tho wooden leg is another jolly old 
boy, full of his yarns when in a humor to 
tell them. His stoiy of how a dude iu a 
Street car assaulted his wooden leg with 
a play cane because he did not doub!e it 
up and gut it out of the way is splitting 
enough to split rails with.
